Of the remaining five, one committed sul- 
cide the day before his execution, and four were 
executed on November 11, 1887, in 1893, the gov- 
ernor of lilinols pardoned the remaining three 
Anarchists.

Any person buying grain 
from an Alabama producer and 
not paying for grain at the time 
of delivery is requited to be li- 
censed and bonded with the 
Alabama Department of Agri- 
culture & Industries.
